- And if I was Tight, in u copeluolpn, that the effect of the pour- 
ing out of the second vial, described a chronological period from 
1096 to 1273: and that the effects of the fourth vial, denoted a 
period from 1519 to 1713; there are some few facts that have 
hitherto been unnoticed, that well deserve to be remarked. 

For besides the attention due to the peculiar circumstances of 
kistory, which were connected with those periods;* and did per- 
fectly accord with the emblematical descriptions; (whilst those de-

Justinian, by Narses + Tt

For the 
Duke of Rome, appointed by Longinus, in 368, was no more than 
a Subordinate Coen _; and even 1 Unger the Ficken, Whilst

tinct, from what could at all properly be called any Roman Power; 
For nothing could, by any means, fairly come under sucb a de- 
scription; but either the Dominion of the Western Emperors ; or 
the Dominion of the Kings of the Goths ; or the Papal Dominion.
